All told, $2,500,000 in 
bar gold arrived in the London market, 
and according to cable advices $1,750,000 
of this amount was taken for New York. 
‘If this additional $250,000 was actually

WASHINGTON, July 16.—The Navy De- 
partment was informed this afternoon by 
bablegram from Commander Mulligan of 
the arrival of his ship, the Marblehead, 
at La Libertad, from Panama, which port 
he left last Friday night. Before sailing 
Commander Mulligan was instructed by 
the Navy Department to report to the 
American Minister, Mr. Combs, at La Lib- 
ertad, which is the port near San Salva- 
dor, the capital of Salvador. 

In the absence of Mr. Combs, who is 
detained at Champerico, awaiting next 
Friday's steamer, Mr. Brown, the Ameri- 
can Secretary and Chargé in Salvador, 
will communicate with Commander Mul- 
ligan, and that officer will place his ship 
at the disposal of the American Legation, 
s0 that Mr. Brown will be in a position to 
carry out the instruct.ons which were ca- 
bled him to-day from Washington to 
proffer to ithe Governments of Salvador 
and Guatemala the use of this American 
warship as a place of meeting for the 
Peace Commissioners. 

Acting Secretary of State Adee has not 
attempted at this great distance from the 
scene of trouble to arrange all the de- 
tails of the meeting of the peace Com- 
missioners, but will leave that task to 
the American Legations. It is stated 
that neither Minister Merry nor Messrs. 
Combs and Brown will act in the capa- 
city of a peace -Commissioner to either 
country; they are charged simply as good 
friends to both parties to endefivor to 
bring the hostile nations into friendly 
relations without further loss of blood. 
To that end they will interest themselves 
in the selection of peace Commissioners 
by the Government to which they are 
respectively accredited, and will probably 
conduct these Commissioners to the Mar- 
blehead and go with them beyond the 
three-mile limit to sea and, if called upon, 
will advise them in a friendly way. 

This is not the first time the deck of a 
United States man-of-war has been the 
scene of a peace conference; the Marietta 
was thus employed six or eight years ago 
in bringing about peace between Costa 
Rica and Salvador, the Philadelphia 
played c similar part at Panama during 
a revolution there about ten years ago, 
and mor: recently Commander Dillingham 
brought the Mont! Cristi insurgents and 
the Domingan Government agents _to- 
gether off Monti Cristi and procured 
peace ou the deck of the Detroit. 

It is believed that the Marblehead will 
take on the Salvadoran Commissioners ut 
La Libertad and then proceed to the 
nearest Guatemalan port, San Jose, where 
the agents of that Government will board 
the ship, which will then go to sea be- 
yond the three-mile limit untfl the con- 
ferences are over. 

The important development of the day, 
aside from the offer of the Marblehead, 
was an assurance to the State Depart- 
ment from President Cabrera that Guate- 
mala would refrain from further hostili- 
ties if Salvedor would undertake to do the 
same, which news was propmtly commu- 
nicated to Minister Merry at San Salva- 
dor in order that he might transmit «ho 
proposition to the Government at that 
place. 

Another point developed was that Sal- 
vador and Honduras had entered into an 
alliance, the nature of which {fg not cer- 
tainly known, but it is believed by the 
officials here that the purpose ts to agree 
upon the terms of peace that shall be 
proposed by the two countries to Guate- 
mala. This news came to the State De- 
partment from Chargé Brown, at Guate- 
mala City. 

Still another cablegram—this one from 
Minister Merry—informed the State De- 
partment that the Government of Hon- 
duras insisted upon being considered along 
with Salvador in the peace negotiations 
with Guatemala. 

Altogether, the prospect of the peaceful 
termination of the present difficulty is 
believed to have brightened considerably 
during the day.

The announcement was made last night 
that John D. Rockefeller had cabled from 
Europe that he would subscribe $250,000 
to a fund for a new building for the 
Young Men's Christian Association of San 
Francisco to replace the one destroyed 
by the fire that followed the earthquake 
there. At the same time the announce- 
ment was made that an additional one 
hundred thousand dollars had been sub- 
scribed by persons in this city. The 
gifts were announced by H. J. McCoy, 
who has been stopping at the Hotel Bres- 
lin for the last two weeks. Mr. McCoy 
has been Secretary of the San Francisco 
Young Men's Christian Association for 
twenty-five years. He came East re- 
cently solely for the purpose of raising 
money for the erection of a new building 
for the association. The losses of the 
eitizens of San Francisco had been so 
great that they were unable to provide 
the funds themselves for a new structure 
equal to the old one.

PROFITS OF AN ICE TRUST. 


Dealers in Jacksonville Can Buy for 
$2.60 and Sell for $18 a Ton. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., July 16.—The 
trial of several Jacksonville ice dealers on 
a charge of combining to raise the price 
of ice, contrary to law, ended to-day in a 
verdict of not guilty of a crimim&l intent 
toMlefraud. This verdict ended ene of the 
hard@st legal fights in the State during 
recent years. 

The witnesses testified that of the six 
ice plants In Jacksonville, only one, with 
a daily capacity of 360 tons, is now in 
operation, and that the daily consumption 
in Jacksonville is about 100 tons. The 
plant in operation, it was asserted, sells 
exclusively to the Jacksonville Ice Deliv- 
ery Company, which pays $2.60 per ton 
for this output, and the Delivery Com- 
pany sells the ice to large consumers for 
$6 a ton, to small consumers for $§ per 
ton, and to housekeepers at the rate of 
from $13 to $18 a ton. Tho ice can be 
shipped to Starke, Fla., more than fifty 
miles from Jacksonville, and sold there 
for $2 a ton, and can be manufactured 
and sold at a profit in Jacksonville for 
$1.50 per ton. It also was developed that 
while the manufacturing company makes 
an allowance to the Delivery Company 
for the waste by melting, the Delivery 
Company makes no such allowance to the 
customer. 


LETS REVOLUTIONISTS ALONE. 


Brazilian Congress Decides Not to 
Meddle in Matto Grosso Province. 


RIO JANEIRO, July 16.—An insurrec- 
tion of some pretensions has been in 
progress in the Province of Matto Grosso 
for a considerable time. The province is 
situated in the extreme northwest of 
Brazil and is very remote and inacessible. 

Three months ago the Governor of the 
province, Sefior Paes, called for Federal 
aid, but as it was not possible to send 
troops forward promptly the Revolution- 
ists grew so strong as to compel the 
Governor to abdicate, and he was killed 
by the insurgents on July 5, Vice Gov, 
Osorio is reportefl to have been an ac- 
complice in the assassination. 

The President of the Brazilian Republic 
sent a message to Congress suggesting 
that martial law be declared throughout 
the Province of Matto Grosso, but Con- 
gress refused to approve on the ground 
that the Vice Governor, although a Revo- 
lutionist, was now legally in authority. 

No further disturbances have been re- 
ported from the province, and it is be- 
lieved that matters have adjusted them- 
selves so that peace will be maintained 
in the future,

DIED SUDDENLY IN A CELL. 


Joseph Kirby, Picked Up In Street, Col- 
lapsed In Police Station.

Its inventor argues 
that when it is dropped into the water it 
will fill !mmediately, and will then be- 
come so heaty that it will prevent strong 
winds from blowing the balloon further 
out to sea. Only 600 pounds of ballast 
was taken along. 

The balloon didn’t go up very fast, al- 
though there were so many people stand- 
ing under it shouting that it might well 
have been blown up at least a thousand 
feet by the hot air. It veered into a tree, 
the balloonists were shaken up and down, 
two limbs were scraped from the tree, and 
then the Brutus ran foul of a clothesline 
heavy with at least a week's washing. 
Mr. Stevens leaned over the car and cut 
loose from the laundry line. After the bal- 
loon got up nearly half a mile the aero- 
nauts found that they had stolen some- 
body’s laundry, or part of it. The loot 
consisted of two pieces, including a 
mourning handkerchief. Levee confiscated 
the mourning handkerchief. 

Next the Brutus came down a bit and 
ran against a four-story brick house, stop- 
ping there half a minute, while the silk 
bag wabbled over the edge of the roof and 
the balloonists hurriedly threw out bal- 
last. They had begun to fling out sand- 
bags as soon as they had struck the tree, 
so that by the time they had cleared the 
gas works and the surrounding houses 
and trees there were only fifty pounds of 
sand left.

WARSHIPS REACH ROCKPORT.

SANITATION KILLS NEGROES. 


Canal Laborers, Unaccustomed to 


Hyglenic Homes, Develop Lung 
Trouble. 


WASHINGTON, July 16.—Sanitation 
and cleanliness are proving fatal to the 
West Indian negroes employed on the 
Panama Canal. Col. Gergas has found 
that health precautions taken in the quar- 
ters occupied by workmen tnake the Ja- 
maican negroes especially susceptible to 
pneumonia and other throat and lung 
troubles. 

West Indians are not accustomed to an 
abundance of fresh air and well-ventilat- 
ed, cleanly quarters. Living for genera- 
tions in small huts where large families 
crowd into rooms tightly closed against 
the night air, the negroes from Jamaica 
and other tropical islands have developed 
lungs with cramped capacity and espe- 
cially susceptible to changes of tempera- 
ture. 

Chief Engineer Stevens, Gov. Magoon, 
and other men identified with the work on 
the Isthmus have agreed that lack of 
lung capacity and insufficient nourish- 
ment, rather than laziness, are responsi- 
ble for the inability of the West Indians 
to perform an amount of work equal to 
that done by white laborers from Spain.

Rock Sand. the $125,000 thoroughbred 
stallion, bought in the early Spring by 
August Belmont in England, stepped upon 
American soil about 4 o’clock yesterday 


afternoon from the Atlantic Transport 
liner Minneapolis, after deliberating more 
than an hour whether he would trust 
himself on the gangplank which led from 
the ship to Pier 15 North River, 
the steamship docked. 


The high-priced hersé, with a mind of | 


his own, refused to be convinced that the 
gangplank was safe until he saw it tried 
and proved by another and less famous 
horse, the charger of Roundsman John 
O'Keefe of the traffic squad, which bold- 
ly walked up the inclined plank while 
Rock Sand watched. Until the demonstra- 
tion was made the newcomer resisted all 
blandishments, ignoring even the efforts 
of Mr. Belmont in person, who was on 
hand to see his great horse landed, and 
who gave his assistance and advice in the 
earlier and unavailing efforts to induce 
Rock Sand to walk ashore over the nar- 
row bridge put up for him. 

The Minneapolis arrived early in the 
efternoon, and before she was docked the 
Mghter which was waiting with the tug 
Belvidere to take Rock Sand to Jersey 
City, there to resume his travels by rail 
to the Belmont farm in Kentucky, was 
alongside and ready for him. The horses 
consigned to Mr. Belmont were the first 
that were unloaded from the ship, the 
consignment including the mare Topairy, 
with foal by Lavingo. Topairy was land- 
ed first, but when Rock Sand’s turn came 
trouble began. The horse, haltered and 
led by Harry Clark, foreman of the live 
stock shipping department of the Atlantic 
Transport Line, walked up from his box 
getall amidships quietly enough, but the 
moment ho reached the edge of the deck 
and confronted tne narrow gangplank, he 
came to a stop. 

Mr. Belmont, with several friends, 
watched the efforts to coax the horse 
over the span for a short time, and then 
took part in the proceedings him- 
self. Rock Sand paid no more atten- 
tion to his owner than to the stockmen 
who surrounded him, and when the host- 
lerg tried force the horse fought back and 
pulled away from them. Once he delib- 
erately lay down, and, in the rather 
cromped quarters of the steamer'’s deck, 
the hostlers had much difficulty in getting 
kim up again, as they feared that if he 
struggied he might injure himself. 

It was then that Roundsman O'Keefe 
came to the rescue and rode his own 
charger up the gangplank, while Rock 
Sand watched with every indication of In- 
terest. When the police borse landed on 
the steamer’s deck Rock Sand made little 
further objection to going down the way 
he had geen another horse come up, and, 
led by Roundsman O'Keefe, he 
reluctantly down the plank and was im- 
mediately put aboard the lighter and 
moved over to Jersey City, where he was 
transferred to a special horse car under 
the direction of Herbert Temple of the 
American Express Company and shipped 
in charge of Mr. Belmont’s own grooms to 
the Nursery Stud, Mr. Belmont’s privaie 
breeding farm, near Lexington, Ky. 

Rock Sand, by Sainfoin-Roquebrune, 
and now six years old, was the winner of 
the Epsom Derby and Doncaster 8t. Leg- 
er in 1908, and is the sixth Derby winner 
to be brought to America and the second 
Derby winner brought here for the Nurs- 
ery Stud, the first having been St. Blaise, 
which won the Derby in 1883, and which 
was imported by the elder August Bel- 
mont. 

The earlier Derby winners brought to 
America were Diomed, winner of the first 
Derby, in 1780; Iroquois, the American 
horse which won for the late Plerre Loril- 
lard in 1881; St. Gatien, winner in a dead 
heat with Harvester in 1884, and Or- 
monde, winner in 1886, which came to the 
United States from the Argentine Repub- 


lic, to which place he had been sold out of |

WASHINGTON, July 16.—A box of 
peaches sent here by the Postmaster at 
Dayton, Ohio, as a present to Postmaster 
General Cortelyou is entangled in the 
meshes of the red tape of the Post Office 
Department and will probably waste its 
sweetness on the desert air of Washing- 
ton. As Postmaster General Cortelyou 
and his family have left the city, no one 
at the department feels that he is author- 
ized to assume ownership of the gift. 

In former years the Assistant Postmas- 
ter General or even the private secretary 
to the Postmaster General might have en- 
joyed the peaches. But things have 
changed at the department. The mode of 
procedure in the State or War Depurt- 
ments is an exemplification of simplicity 
when compared with the manner in which 
business is transacted in the Post Office 
Department. 

A solemn conference of the four As- 
sistant Postmasters General was held to- 
day at which the situation was canvassed 
carefully, but no one was able to suggest 
a solution of the perplexing problem. 
Another will be held to-morrow. While 
some of the more sanguine officials are 
hopeful, there is no assurance that a solu- 
tion will be reached.

Inquest—Denies He Tried to Send 
Mrs. Schippo Away. 


Coroner McDonald continued the inquest 
into the murder of Mrs. Alice Kinnan yes- 
terday in a manner so displeasing to 
Lawyer Burton W. Gibson that at the 
recess for lunch the lawyer angrily pro- 
tested against the methods of the court. 
The Coroner made it clear that he in- 
tended to conduct the investigation in 
the way he saw fit. Still enraged, Mr. 
Gibson, just previous to the afternoon 
session, invited Hugo Wintner, attorney 
for Mrs. Stenton, to fight ih the outer 
office, 

Previous to the investigation the Cor- 
oner said that he regarded the real estate 
transactions in connection iwth Mrs. 
Stenton’s property as a scheme through 
which a coterie of Brooklyn and Bronx 
politicians had hoped to profit. 

Robert J. Flaherty of the United States 
Assessment and Award Company was the 
first witness. He told of seeing the prop- 
erty advertised for sale for assessments 
and taxes, and told how he had called 
on Mrs, Stenton to see if he could do 
anything for her, this being in the line 
of his business. 

Flaherty explained at great length the 
complications environing the property, 
and declared that if Mrs. Stenton had ac- 
cepted one particular proposition made 
her by Gibson ang W. K. Aston she would 
have been left without her property and 
$6,000 in debt. He declared that in try- 
ing to protect Mrs. Stenton against Gib- 
son he had earned the lawyer’s enmity 
and had been followed by detectives. 
After the murder, he declared, he had 
been advised by Capt. Price not to call on 
Mrs. Stenton, although he thought he 
could learn from her something of im- 
portance regarding her daughter's mur- 
der. 

The greater part of the day was taken 
up with the examination of Michael 
Schuda, a politician, who sald he investi- 
gated Italian claims against the Metro- 
politan Street Railway Company. Schuda 
declared that he had been asked to look 
up Mrs. Schippo by a man named Ben- 
nings of the Brooklyn Fire Department. 
Bennings asked him to find Mrs. Schippo 
and get from her what she knew of the 
murder, 

This he had accomplished through Mrs, 
Joseph Perone, who with her husband 
keeps a saloon at 119th Street and Ave- 
nue A. The witness denied that he had 
heen told just what was wanted from 
the woman or that he had offered her 
money to leave the country, as she has 
sworn he did. He admitted knowing Gib- 
son. 

The witness, in answer to the question 
as to whether he had asked the woman 
if she wanted to go to Italy, said he had 
asked her if she wére homesick and would 
like to see the old country—it was a com- 
mon salutation among Italians and had no 
other significance. 

The jury took a hand in the cross-ex- 
amination of Schuda, asking him pointedly 
whether it was likely that a man would 
be sent on an important mission without 
being told what was expected of him, and 
whether it was customary for Italians to 
speak to women about important mat- 
ters such as a murder without explain- 
ing to them who they wore and why they 
sought information. 

The witness stuck to his testimony that 
it was by chance he knew that the wife 
of the saloonkeeper could make an ap- 
pointment for him with Mrs. Schippo, and 
that when he found the woman would 
say nothing which had been printed, he 
had given her up as hopeless and so re- 
ported at the Democratic Club to Ben- 
nings, who introduced him to Gibson. 

Monte Cutler, a reporter, testified that 
he had told Gibson to look out for a 
shake-down from the Schtppo woman, be- 
cause he had been told by Mr. and Mrs. 
Lee, for whom she washed, that the wo- 
man wanted to see Gibson's wife. He had 
not believed her trustworthy, because she 
varied in her statements. 

Gibson took the stand laté in the aft- 
ernoon. He said that he had met Mrs. 
Stenton through a reporter, or one of 
the men in Judge Tierney’s court. He 
said he was not compelled to tell the 
amount of his fee, as this dealt with his 
relations to the woman as her attorney. 

When he first met Mrs. Stenton, he 
said, she was »hysically and mentally 
strong, but had so failed since the shock 


of her daughter’s death that new her 
mind was practically shattered. 

Asked whether he knew that Mrs. Kin- 
nan was a trained nurse, and replying 
that he did, the witness at first refuse 
to say why she had given up ‘her profres- 
sion. Changing his mind, he said that it 
was because her mother sometimes stum- 
bled, and the daughter feared that she 
might fall when carrying a lamp. In ad- 
aition Mrs, Kiinnan feared to leave her 
mother alone lest some one should get 
her to sign papers. There had been two 
instances when people had brought pa- 
pers, falsely representing that they came 
from his office, but the old lady had been 
too smart tor them. 

Her affairs were in a crucial state at 
the time. Sums of money were about to 
be paid to her, and it was important that 
she should not be left alone. 

Asked how Aston came into the case, 
the witness claimed privilege, but Mr. 
Winter, as attorney for Mrs. Stenton, 
waived this. Finally Gibson said it was 
at the request of Mrs. Stenton that Aston 
was engaged. Asked again about his fee, 
Gibson said that he was privileged and 
Mr. Winter again waived privilege. Mr.

The case was adjourned until this morn- 
ing to give Mr. Winter the opportunity to 
make proof that he had been retained by 
Mrs. Stenton.

In 
ordering gods he would give as a refer- 
ence the name of some firm well known 
to the trade, merely changing the Initials 
end giving the address at a room in an 
otfice building, where a member of the 
gang obtained all the mall and replied to 
inquiries as to the responsibility of Neill 
or Eunton. It is said that many thou- 
sands of dollars worth of goods have thus 
been secured and shipped to Springfield, 
Mass., and there sold and reshipped to 
other points. 

The authorities say that another mem- 
ber of the gang has been arrested in Bos- 
ton.

"WED BATONYI LAST YEAR. 


Ex-Ald. Harburger Was Pledged to Se- 
crecy in Burke-Roche Marriage. 


Definite confirmation was obtained yes- 
terday of the civil marriage of Aurel Ba- 
tonyi, the Hungarian whip, to Mrs. Fan- 
nie Burke-Roche, or Rothe, as she pre- 
ferred to be called, daughter of Frank 
Work, retired banker and turfman, cn 
Aug. 9, 1905.

THE RIGHTS OF MACHNOW. 

That story about the arrest of the 
Russian giant on Sunday was possibly 
funny, but certainly not pleasant. It 
may have been in the mind of the 
giant's press agent, but it certainly 
was not in the mind of the giant him- 
self to have the giant produced, like an 
elephant in a street parade, for the 
purpose of whetting the curiosity of 
those who were expected subsequently 
to pay money to see him in a show. He 
was merely taking an outing when the 
police arrested him for visiting Central 
Park without a permit. The conten- 
tion of Dogberry at the desk appears 
to have been that no person of unfair 
Proportions shall be permitted to take 
a drive or a walk in the Metropolitan 
District. As a matter of fact, there are 
those on the force who far enough over- 
top the ordinary citizen to attract gen- 
eral attention, of which they appear to 
be rather fatuously proud. But this 
Russian, looking down on the dwarfish 
ex-Broadway Squadders, fills them 
with rage and envy. They creep under 
his huge legs and peep about, not to 
find themselves dishonorable graves, 
but to find occasion to “ run him in,” if 
peradventure they can find a cell that 
will hold him without being folded up 
twice. 

If the Russian giant had been familiar 
with the English classics, he might 
have said to the policeman before whom 
he was arraigned, almost in the lan- 
guage imputed by JoHNson to Pitt: 
“ Sir, the atrocious crime of being a tall 
man, which the honorable patrolman 
has with such spirit and decency 
charged upon me, I shall attempt neli- 
ther to palliate nor to deny.” And in 
fact that is the only crime of which 
the poor man can be accused. Because 
he has the misfortune to be a sky- 
scraper, shall we have a municipal or- 
dinance to keep him down? At least 
we must have the ordinance before we 
can enforce it. Because among our 
exiles of all countries and our martyrs 
of every creed one happens to be nine 
or ten feet high, shall he therefore be 
denied the common right of: taking his 
walks abroad upon his lawful occa- 
sions? No doubt he attracts attention 
and collects crowds. But since he can- 
not possibly help it, excepting by lying 
up and down corridors in the daytime 
and taking his exercise at night, is it 
not the business of the police rather to 
disperse the crowds which he assem- 
bles, and to command them, in the 
French phrase, to “circulate,” instead 
of stopping his circulation? If Macu- 
Now should employ a lawyer instead 
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peculiarly fitting that such a building 
should be her monument of service.

LONDON, July 16.—Alfred Beit, the 
South African financier, died this morn- 
ing. He had been ill for some time. 

In Alfred Beit South Africa has lost the 
second of the two men who have had most 
to do with shaping its present economic 
and political condition. Cecil Rhodes has 
left his stamp unmistakably on the coun- 
try, but in all he did he was associated 
intimately with his partner in the consol- 
idation of the diamond industry. When 
they landed at the Cape there was not 
even a railway to Kimberley and British 
possessions were confined to Cape Colony 
and Natal. Now the Union Jack flies as 
far north as the Zambesi and the Cape to 
Cairo Railway has passed the Victoria 
Falls. 

To bring about this Beit was as neces- 
sary as Rhodes, but he was actuated by a 
very different spirit. Rhodes made money 
as an incident to a great career; Beit 
found his career in making money. Rhodes 
risked his fortune to paint the map red; 
Beit advanced the British Empire to in- 
crease his wealth. But he was carried 
along in the steps of his great partner, 
and his name will always be associated 
with the development of Kimberley, the 
Rand, Rhodesia, and Bechuanaland. 

Born in 1853 of a Hamburg family of 
some wealth, and possessed of a universi- 
ty education and a thorough business 
training, Mr. Beit went to South Africa in 
1876, like Cecil Rhodes himself a few years 
later, in search of health. He was drawn 
to Kimberley by the diamond fever, and 
set up as a dealer in the precious stones. 
He found the industry in a state of chaos. 
The laws were contradictory, the methods 
of mining were haphazard, trading was

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MRS. LABAREE REFUSED 
$50,000 INDEMNITY 


Believed It Would Injure Cause in 
Which Murdered Missionary Died, 


WOULD NOT BE UNDERSTOOD 


But Persian Government Was Made 
by the United States to Pay 
$30,000 to Her. 


WASHINGTON, July 16.—In the Persian 
correspondence, in the portion of the Red 
Book on foreign relations which was made 
public by the State Department to-day, 1s 
contained a strong protest addressed by 
Mrs. Mary Schauffler Labaree, formerly 
of Ururnia, Persia, to American Minister 
Richmond Pearson at Teheran, against 
the exaction by the United States Govern- 
ment of an indemnity of $50,000 for the 
murder of her husband, the Rev. Benja- 
min W. Labaree, a missionary, killed on 
Mount Ararat by religious fanatics. 

While believing that when an American 
citizen has been murdered because of the 
criminal laxness of a foreign Government 
a suitable indemnity should be awarded 
to those dependent on him for support, 
Mrs. Labaree made the following declara- 
tion: 


I believe that the great mission cause to 
which my husband and I dedicated our os, 
and which has become dearer to me because 0 
the terrible sacrifice I have been called upon to 
make for it, may receive serious injury if my 
children and I accept an indemnity for this 
murder. The matter would not be understood 
by the great mass of people in this district who 
would inevitably know of it, as the Persian 
idea of ‘‘ blood money’”’ is so different from 
our civilized understanding of an indemnity. 
Thus serious and lasting injury might be done 
to the mission cause for which we have already 
sacrificed so much, that I prefer to waive my 
right as an American citizen rather than to 
see this cause suffer. 


She further protested against the size 
of the indemnity, saying that while her 
husband's life could not be measured in 
value by the standards prevailing in that 
country, which fixed the life of a Chris- 
tian at 85 tomans (dollars) and the max- 
imum value of life of a Moslem at 1,000 
tomans, yet the disproportion between the 
sum demanded in this case and that of 
sums paid in similar circumstances by 
other Governments was too great. 

Mrs. Labwree asked that the strongest 
measures be taken by the United States 
Government to see that if any imdemnity 
was in the end exacted it should not be 
extorted by the Persian Government from 
the innocent people of the province where 
the murder occurred. 

In spite of her protest, $80,000 was actu- 
ally paid to her by Persia before the 
thirty days’ period named in the ulti- 
matum cf the United States had expired. 
This sum was three times greater than 
the maximum ever before paid by the Per- 
sian Government for the murder of a pri- 
vate person. Minister Pearson obtained a 
promise that the money should not be 
levied under any guise of special tax on 
the inhabitants of the province,

Cases with Federal Prosecutor. 


Attorney General Moody passed through 
the city yesterday and had a two-hour 
conference in the Federal Building with 
United States District Attorney Henry L. 
Stimsen. 

A great deal of secrecy was maintained 
by the attachés of the District Attorney's 
office regarding the object of Attorney 


General Moody's visit. Mr. Stimson made 
light of the conference. He admitted 
that the Sugar and Tobacco Trusts were 
discussed informally, but said the Ice 


Trust had not been under discussion at all. 


The admission that the Sugar Trust 
had been discussed led to the tumor that 
a particular phase of the Sugar Trust 
situation that,was considered was the re- 
cent dismissal by United States Judge 
Holt of indictments found by the Grand 
Jury here against President Guilford and 
Traffic Manager Frederick L, Pomeroy 
of the New York Central and C. Goodloe 
Edgar and Edwin Earle, who are repre- 
sentatives of the trust in Detroit, while a 
similar indictment had been sustained by 
Judge McPherson of Kansas City. It was 
believed that the Attorney General would 
like to have the higher courts pass on 
the validity of the rebate charges against 
these men and that’ he discussed plans 
looking to that end with Mr. Stimson.

VALENTINE GETS $300,000. 


His Mother’s Will In Favor of Con- 
victed Lawyer Sustained.

MINEOLA, L. L., July 16.—Benjamin E. 
Valentine, the wealthy lawyer of Brook- 
lyn and Nassau County, who was convict- 
ed last February of offering and dispos- 
ing of a fraudulent deed for which he 
was sentenced to Sing Sing, won an im- 
portant verdict to-day in the Surrogate’s 
Court through a decision sustaining the 
will of his mother, Elizabeth H. Valen- 
tine.

MAGISTRATE MEADE DEAD 
AFTER 4 YEARS’ ILLNESS 


Held His Place on the Bench to 
the Last, Refusing to Resign. 


ALWAYS ACTIVE IN POLITICS 


Appointed to First Office In 1870, and 
Was a Platt Republican—Born 
In 1842. 4 


Clarence W. Meade, City Magistrate and 
one of the best-known men in the city, 
died yesterday morning at his home, 
848 West Twenty-third Street, after an iIl- 
ness of more than four years. Since 
1902 he had been unable to sit on the 
bench, owing to a stroke of apoplexy, and 
from that time to his death he was strick- 
en four times. He was 64 years old, and 
his term on the bench would have ex- 
pired July 1, 1907. 

Magistrate Meade was born in this city 
in 1842, and always was an active politi- 
cian. All his life was spent in the neigh- 
borhood of old Chelsea Village, and after 
he had attended school there he entered 
the dry goods business, then became a 
member of the Produce Exchange in 1866, 
and in’ 1870 was appointed Assistant Unit- 
ed States Appraiser, holding the office 
until 1890, when Gov. Alonzo B, Cornell 
named him to be Port Warden. In 1890 
Mayor Hugh J. Grant named Mr. Meade 
a Police Justice to succeed Jacob M. 
Patterson, and when the term of office 
expired Mr. Meade retired to private life, 
only to be returned to the Police bench 
in 1897, when the offices of City Magis- 
trates were created to succeed the old 
Police Justices, 

Mayor Strong made the appointment at 
the instance of Senator Thomas C. Platt 
and of the late Frederick 8. Gibbs, who 
was @ son-in-law of Magistrate Meade. 
This daughter, now Mrs. Daisy Virginia 
Jacobson, wife of Henry A. Jacobson, a 
decorator, of 226 West Twenty-third 
Street, is the only surviving relative. 
Mrs. Jacobson remarried a year after the 
death of Mr. Gibbs. 

During the long illness of Magistrate 
Meade he was attended by Dr. John 
Doring of 11 West Forty-eighth Street, 
and he, with Dr. F. L. Warner, were in 
attendance when Mr. Meade died yester- 
day morning. When first stricken it was 
apparent that Magistrate Meade would 
not be able to resume his place on the 
bench, but he declined to resign the $7,000 
position, and held it to his death. A 
protest once was made to the Legislature 
by the other Magistrates, who were

The Excess of the Exports Over the 
Imports Was $517,148,223.

WASHINGTON, July 16.—The Bureau 
of Statistics of the Department of Labor 
and Commerce furnishes figures showing 
that the value of the imports of merchan- 
dise in June was $100,881,607, and of the 
exports, $124,9983,905. The excess of the 
exports over the imports was therefore 
$24,102,888. The totals for the year ended 
with June are as follows: Imports, $1,226,- 
615,379; exports, $1,743,763,602; excess of 
exports, §517,148,223. 

The gold imported in June was worth 
$2,874,261, and the gold exported was val- 
ued at $3,256,802, the excess of the exports 
being $882,131. The totals for the year 
are: Imports, $96,226,911; exports, $38,573,- 
591, and excess of imports of $57,653,320. 

The importations of silver for June were 
valued at $3,740,285, and the exportations 
at $4,518,386, the excess of exports being 
$778,101. The silver importations for the 


year amounted to $44,422,813, and the ex- 
portations to $65,860,063, the excess of ex- 
ports being $21,446,250.

AUTOISTS IN ADIRONDACKS. 


Two Bridges Broken by U. S. Artillery 
Necessitates Longer Route. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ELIZABETHTOWN, N. Y., July 16.—Moun- 
tain roads which at times were as rough and 
narrow as Western trails were encountered by 
the participants in the National automobile 
tour on the run to-day from Saratoga to Dlia- 
abethtown. The distance was 106 miles, the 
last half of which was through the Adirondack 
Mountains. The scenery was magnificent, and 
the roads wound up along the steep sides of 
deep chasms and descended into small valleys 
entirely inclosed by high, towering mountains. 

The run was not a very severe one, and a 
large number made perfect scores. Many times, 
however, cars became stalled on steep hills or 
skidded off the narrow roads into deep ditches. 
Whonever this occurred the roads were com- 
pletely blocked and the drivers and passengers 
of the cars coming up behind had to render as- 
sistance unti] the unfortunate car once more 
was able to proceed. 

The start from Saratoga this morning was un- 
eventful. Some of the contestants got away 
early, and a few waited until near the time 
limit, 10 o'clock. The first stage was to 
Frenchmont, twenty-four miles, where the cars 
were checked, the allowance being 1 hour and 


21 minutes. The second stage was to Chester- 
town, forty-seven miles from Sarato; to be 
reached in 2 hours and 43 minutes. @ roads 
thus far were fairly good, half of the distance 
being over tollroads. The third checking sta- 
tion was beyond South Schroon, seventy-four 
miles, the running time being 4 hours and 36 
minutes. The tourists at this point were well 
in the foothills of the Adirondacks and ap- 
proaching the high range of mountains. 

The run from the latter place to Blizabeth- 
town was only twenty miles, according to the 
route scheduled. Another route which added 
12 miles more had to be followed because the 
heavy artillery and baggage train of the troops 
from Plattsburg, who are making a practice 
march to Albany, had broken down two bridges. 
The final stage was a very delightful run, and 
the schedule was altered to include the ad- 
ditional twelve miles. The scenery was mag- 
nificent and the mountain air invigorating.

The Daughter of the Late Sir Rod 
erick William Cameron. 


Miss Isabell Cameron, daughter of the 
late Sir Roderick William Cameron, & 
British knight, but for many years & 
resident of New York, died yesterday. 
Miss Cameron lived at Clifton Berley, the 
Cameron homestead, at Rosebank, 8. I., in 
the neighborhood in which her father had 
spent the greater portion of his life. she 
died in New York. 

Sir Roderick Cameron died in England 
on Oct. 19, 1900, where he had gone with 
his daughters, Catherine and Isabell, to 
regain his health after several years of 
{lIness at his home on Staten Island. Sir 
Roderick came to America as a plain 
English citizen while a young man, and 
during the civil war served as & volunteer 
in the Seventy-ninth New York Regiment. 
Afterward he was a Commissioner repre- 
senting Canada at two Australian exposi- 
tions, and for his services to Queen Vic- 
toria and the British Government on 
those missions he was made a knight. 
After Sir Roderick had accumulated a for- 
tune he maintained a city home at Thirty- 
fourth Street and Madison Avenue and a 
country seat at Clifton Berley, on the 
south shore of Staten Island.

WON ATLANTIC STAKES 


Strong Favorite Was Whipped 
Out to Beat Royal Breeze. 


KASSIL FIRST OVER JUMPS 


George S. Davis, at 10 to 1, Was the 
Only Long Chance Winner at 
Brighton Beach Track. 


For an “off day” in racing, the Mon- 
day programme at the Brighton Beach 
course furnished the betting patrons 
about as great a variety of sensations, 
long drawn out, as well could be crowded 
into six races. Public form triumphed in 
the main, but it was tight squeezing to 
the triumphs, and backers in most cases 
were in doubt until the horses were actu- 
ally on the winning post. 

The results, when all was over, how- 
ever, were all in favor of the backers, as 
three positive favorites and two strong 
second choices were successful, the long- 
est chance winner of the afternoon being 
George S. Davis, a 10 to 1 chance, which 
was supported well enough to take away 
the cream of the layers’ profits on the 
defeat of the choices in that race. 

The stake feature of the card was the 
‘Atiantic, at five and a half furlongs, sell- 
ing, for two-year-olds, run as the fourth 
event, with nine starters. The Newcas- 
tle Stable, with two entries in the con- 
test, gave preference to J. C. Core, and 
withdrew McCarter, this putting Miller 
on Core, which might have been the 
choice anyhow, but which, with Miller up, 
became an odds-on favorite, the gelding 
starting at 10 to 7 on, while Monfort was 
the next best backed. Miller was as alert 
as ever at the post, but though he got 
J. C. Core away in the first flight the 8 to 
1 chance Royal Breeze, carrying P. J. 
Dwyer’s colors, and ridden by ‘the lignt 
boy Hennessy, outbroke him, and slipped 
out to the front with a big lead in the 
run through the back stretch, while J. C. 
Core was working his way up from fourth 
place. Royal Breeze had so much the ad- 
vantage on the last turn that Miller was 
forced to go to riding the favorite a full 
quarter of a mile from the finish, and 
then J. C. Core closed but slowly. At the 
bend into the stretch Royal Breeze, two 
lengths in the lead, looked to have the 
stakes won, but Hennessy couldn't beliove 
it, and insisted on looking back, while J. 
C. Core, under the whip, fought on after 
him. The hesitation of Hennessy at that 
point of the race was just sufficient to 
let J. C. Core draw up to the pacemaker, 
and from the moment that the horses 
were on even terms Miller had all the bet- 
ter of it, and the favorite drew out under 
the whip, and in a hard-earned race was 
first by three parts of a length, the oth- 
ers being beaten off. 

In the sprint for maidens, fillies, and 
mares, J. R. Keene sent out the three- 
year-old Suffrage, which, though it was 
the first time she ever had been to the 
post, started a hot favorite in a big field. 
Suffrage showed a splendid flight of 
speed in racing through her field, and led 
away off before the others into the 
stretch, but was stopping fast at the end, 
and just lasted long enough to win by a 
head from the 40 to 1 chance, Tipping, 
and Miss Ogden, both of which passed 
her in the next stride after the winning 
post. 

In the steeplechase; the new-comer Kas- 
sil, with a record of six wins in eleven 
starts, and falls in all the races that he 
lost, was made a strong favorite, the tip 
having gone out that Kassil must win if 
he did not fall. On his record it looked 
very close to an even thing between win- 
ning and falling, but yesterday was not 
Kassil’s day to fall, and after racing out 
in front for a great part of the distance 
he won rather easily from Yama Christy, 
the second choice.

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Sharp Advance in Prices on News 
of Gold Imports. 


Our Bankers Confident That They Can 
Draw Heavily Upon the Foreign 
Gold Supply — Time Money 
Rates Unrelaxed. 


The ostensible reason for a sharp ad- 
vance in prices yesterday was the an- 
nouncement that our bankers had taken 


| $2,000,000 gold in the open London market 


for import, thus beginning a movement 
which has been foreshadowed for some 
time in the foreign exchange situation. 
Withdrawal of gold from Europe at this 


| season of the year is somewhat unusual. 


Foreign exchange is more favorable to 
Wall Street than at any corresponding 
time in years, and this is due partly to 
our large exports, partly to the placing 
of large amounts of American securities 
abroad, notably the fifty-million-dollar 
Pennsylvania Railroad loan in Paris, and 


| partly to remittances yet to be made in 


liquidation of the foreign insurance on 
San Francisco. Only a small part of this 
insurance amoney has been remitted. 
Along with the announcement of yester- 
day’s transaction in gold for New York 
account came the news of a sharp ad- 
vance in the price of gold at London, 
which may mean that the London bank- 
ers are inclined to oppose large withdraw- 
als from their market. Our bankers, how- 
ever, are very confident that they will be 
able to draw gold in 'arge amounts as it 
is required, having almost absolute con- 
trol of the foreign exchange market. The 
beginning of direct gold imports, together 
with a very considerable gain in cash by 
the New York banks from the Sub- 
Treasury, caused speculators to take a 
more cheerful view of things, and a sus- 
tained demonstration. was made on the 
bull side of the stock market, chiefly at 
the expense of the short interest. There 
was no relaxation in time money rates. 
Advances of 1 to 3 per cent. occurred 
in such stocks as Atchison, Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit, Amalgamated Copper, 
Erie common, Pennsylvania, St. Paul, 
Southern Pacific, Union Pacific, Read- 
ing, and United States Steel com- 
mon and preferred. The recovery began 


with the opening of the market, on a 


| higher range of prices for Americans from 


London, and continued with scarcely any 
middle of the 
last hour, when under scattered profit 
taking prices shaded off somewhat from 
the highest. The most urgent buying was 
undoubtedly for the short account; there 
was also some fresh buying for the long 
but this was not of a very im-

EXPORT RECORDS BROKEN. 


Farm Products Showed Increase of 
$139,000,000 for Fiscal Year. 


The publication by the Bureau of Sta- 
tistics of the agricultural export figures 
for the month of June completes the rec- 
ord for the fiscal year. The total of these 
exports for the 12 months ended June 30 
amounted to §$890,578,504, which exceeds 
all previous records. Compared with last 
year they show an increase of over $139,- 
000,000, 

The very neavy exports of cotton and 
the large increase in wheat and other 
breadstuff products contributed to the 
establishment of this new high record in 
the exports of the country’s staple prod- 
ucts. Compared with the previous fiscal 
year the exports of wheat showed an in- 
crease of over $24,600,000, while the total 
increase in all breadstuffs exceeded $76,- 
000,000. For the first time in the history 
of the country the value of cotton exports 
passed the $400,000,000 mark, amounting 
for the past year to $400,426,967. This 
past year there was a slight falling off in 


the number of bales exported compared 
with the previous year, but the high price 
at which cotton sold during the past 
twelve months established the new record 
in the value of the exports of this staple. 
For the month of June the total exports 
f agricultural products, including min- 
ot which 
over $15,000,000 represented the exports of 
cotton. This does not make a new rec- 
crd for the last month of the fiscal year, 
being smaller than in 1905. With that 
exception, however, the past month's fige 
ires exceeded any since June, 1901.

$15,000,000 Flotation. 


Despite the opposition of a number of 
the minority stockhoMers, the proposition 
of the Directors of the Allis-Chalmers 
Company to issue $15,000,000 of bonds was 
carried at the special meeting in Jersey 
City yesterday.

HARRIMAN’S ‘BLIND POOL’ 
IN WELLS, FARGO & CO. 


Stockholders’ Circular Bitterly 
Attacks One-Man Power. 


Pacific to Get Rich Contract, 
It Is Charged. 


The controversy between E. H. Harri- 
man, who controls Weils, Fargo & Co., 
and a body of dissatisfied stockholders, 


of Walter C. Stokes & Co., is developing 
some heat. It began as an agitation on 
the part of stockholders for larger divi- 
dends, and has become what Wall Street 
calls a “ fight.” It promises to become 
rather bftter, and in its latest phases 
there may be recognized glimpses of feel- 
ing entirely outside of the matter at issue. 

Recently the stockholders have been 
urgently solicited to give proxies in favor 
of the Harriman management, and a few 
days ago a defense of Mr. Harriman’s pol- 
icy was published. Walter C. Stokes & 
Co., who also are soliciting proxies with 
a view to carrying the contest to a vote, 
now issue a reply. They say in part: 

“New York, July 11, 1906. 
“To the Stockholders of Wells, Fargo & 
Co. 

“The misleading and inaccurate state- 
ments contained in the letter and balance 
sheet addressed to you under date of July 
8, 1906, accompanying a request for your 
proxy in favor of Mr. Edward H. Harri- 
man and his associates, render it neces- 
sary that we make reply in justice to you 
whose interests we have undertaken to 
champion. 

“The issue ig between Mr. Harriman on 
the one hand and the entire body of 1,900 
stockholders on the other. Mr. Harriman 
now dominates the company, although 
he had only ten shares of stock when this 
controversy begin, in February last, apart 
from the holdings of the Southern Pacific 
Railway. We contend: 

“ () That the condition of the company, 
the nature of its assets and all matters 
affecting its condition should now be 
made known to the stockholders. The 
company should be no longer run as a one- 
man concern, nor as though it were the 
private property of Mr. Harriman. 

“(2) That the general body of stock- 
holders be liberally represented on the 
Board of Directors in place of the mere 
nominees of Mr. Harriman. 

(8) That this company, which is ad- 
mittedly earning 80 per cent., and is act- 
ually earning over 40 per cent., and which 
has accumulated an admitted surplus of 
150 per cent. above its capital and an 
actual surplus of far more, ought to pay 
*- ¢es 

“The existing surplus has been a con- 
venient source of supply for those who 
may want to borrow. We are assured that 
no part of the surplus is loaned to Direct- 
ors—which may mean that it is not at the 
moment being so loaned or that it Is 
loaned through brokers. The stockholders 
will be better able to judge of the accura- 
cy of that assertion when they are given 
the opportunity to learn something of the 
way in which their property has been ad- 
ministered. No stockholder knows to-day 
of what the assets consist, and we are 
confronted with the amazing spectacle 
that no Information is obtainable. 

“We believe that you will agree with 
us that the time is past for the manage- 
ment of great corporate enterprises with 
a widely scattered ownership on the 


basis of a blind pool.”’ 

The circular says that Hjalmar H. 
Boyesen, representing Harriman, has 
been traveling about New pagent seek- 
ing to buy stock and offering $290 a 
share to stockholders who refused their 
proxies. It is also stated that a few 
weeks ago Messrs. Kuhn, Loeb & Co., 
the bankers for Mr. Harriman, sent $198,- 
000 to Springfield, Mass., to be used for 
the purchase of stock. “We urge you, 
however, not to sell your stock,’’*the cir- 
cular says. ‘‘ We believe it to be in- 
trinsically worth more than $400 per share 
and that we shall be able to demonstrate 
this to you very soon after the annual 
meeting on Aug. 9 if you secure control 
of your property. We already represent 
over 56 per cent. in number of the stock- 
holders.’ 

A question of veracity is thus raised: 

“Referring to the denial of the man- 
agement in their address of July 8 to the 
stockholders, of our statement that ‘a 
deal was in prospect with the Union Pa- 
cific,’ one source of our authority was 
the statement of Mr. Boyesen, who, while 
endeavoring to secure proxies, used that 
fact as an argument in favor of not in- 
creasing the dividend. He stated that the 
proposed deal was similar to that with 
the Southern Pacific; that it was pro- 
posed to pay the Union Pacific cash for 
an exclusive contract, and that the exist- 
ing surplus would be necessary to carry 
out this plan. Coming from the author- 
ized agent of Mr. Harriman and his as- 
sociates, we had the right to assume that 
the information came from them. This 
assertion was yesterday again repeated 
by Mr. Boyesen.”’

A question is now raised ag to the right 
of industrial corporations, under the pro- 
visions of the new Rate bill, to own rall- 
roads. The United States Steel Corpor- 
ation owns several railroads, at least two 
of which do an inter-State business, and 
the Tennessee Coal and Iron Company 
also owhs a railroad. The full name of 
this company, indeed, is the Tennessee 
Coal, Iron and Railroad Company, al- 
though it is nearly always referred to 
merely as the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
Company. As to the Great Northern 
Railroad and its ore lands, it is pointed 
out that the haul from the mines to Du- 
luth does not constitute inter-State com- 
merce. The Rate bill paragraph under 
discussion reads: ‘‘ From and after May 
1, 1908, it shall be unlawful for any rail-

Twelve of the ironworkers at work on 
the floor of the building where the mur- 
der was committed, but who couldn't be 
identified as having taken part in the as- 
Sault by either of the surviving watch- 
men, were examined yesterday. They 
testlied that they hadn’t witnessed the 
assault and that they were unable to tell 
how the trouble started or who partici- 
pated in it. Here is a sample of the testi- 
mony yesterday:

The hearing vesterday was held behind 
closed docrs. It will end to-day with the 
examination of more union 
and then the Coroner will fix a time for 
a formal inquest. He doesn't expect any 
of to-day’s witnesses to reveal the real 
tacts of the case. O’Toole and Cullen 
appeared at yesterday's hearing with their 
faces swathed in bandages. O*Toole de- 
scribed the murder of Michael Butler, 
but Cullen was unable to remember much 
of what happened. In view of this 
O’Toole is the only witness of any real 
value to the prosecution. The men ac- 
cused of the murder and assault were not 
present at the hearing. 

Fifty non-union ironworkers, supplied 
by the Ironmasters’ Assoctation, took 
the places of the union men on the build- 
ing yesterday morning and worked 
throughout the day without interference.

He Tells the Transit Board That 
Brooklyn Roads Would Profit 
by a 3-Cent+ Fare. 


Arguments for and against the enforce- 
ment of a five-cent fare to Coney Island 


| Were heard yesterday morning before the 


State Railroad Commissioners in their 
office at 1 Madison Avenue. Bird 8S. Coler, 
Borough President of Brooklyn, was the 
complainant against the ten-cent fares 
charged at present. He was represented 
by Stephen C. Baldwin. 

A statement on behalf of E. W. Winter, 
President of the Brooklyn Heights Rail- 
road Company, was presented by William 
F. Sheehan. It pointed out that all the 
railroads to Coney Island were operated 
under charters granted to steam rail- 
roads, incorporated under the general 
Railroad act of 1850, under which a fare 
of 3 cents a mile might be charged. The 
history of these steam roads, he said, had 
been a series of failures, although they 
charged from 18 to 380 cents for a trip 
from various parts of Brooklyn or from 
Park Row, New York, to Coney Island. 

Since the new companies had taken 
over these lines, he said, the fares had 
been reduced, the service had been im- 
proved, and the outlying parts of Brook- 
lyn had been built up, so that the as- 
sessed valuations of the buildings had 
increased over 250 per cent. 

The statement went on to declare that 
the Coney Island traffic was not very 
profitable, as it only lasted a few months 
in the year and involved hauling empty 
trains each way at different times of the 
day. If the fare was reduced to 5 cents, 
Mr. Sheehan said, it would be necessary 
to lessen the number of trains, which 
would seriously affect the development 
of the outlying districts of the borough. 

Finally the statements of Borough Pres- 
ident Coler in his complaint that the com- 
panies have watered their stock was con- 
sidered by Mr. Sheehan. He said that by 
the issue of $25,000,000 stock the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit Company had retired $38,- 
899,051 of the stocks of the acquired com- 
| panies and had reduced the fixed charges 
| by $663,000 a year. Since then it had ex- 
j; pended $30,000,000 in improvements and 
additions, according to Mr. Sheehan.
